BY 24,673 MARGIN 


*CIO-Backed Democratic 
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Mayor of Pittsburgh 
Returned; Moore Lead- 
ing N. J. Governor Race.

Mayor Fiorello H,. LaGuardia, 
of New York, gave Tammany its 
second successive trouncing in 
yesterday’s elections. 

Backed by a political combine 
ranging from Republican to So- 
cialist, he defeated Jeremiah T. 
Mahoney, Democrat, with appar- 
ently more than 350,000 votes to 
spare. 

Returns from 3,526 election dis- 
tricts out of 3,910 gave: 

LaGuardia, 1,197,037; Mahoney, 
809,578. 

To make Tammany’s defeat the 
more crushing, Thomas E. Dew- 
ey, rackets prosecutor, running on 
the same ticket with LaGuardia, 
defeated Harold E. Hastings, Dem- 
ocrat, for the post of district at- 
torney- in ‘Tammany’s own strong- 
hold, Manhattan, 

Returns from 1,000 election dis- 
tricts out of 1,055 gave: 

Dewey 306,586; Hastings, 206,- 


712. 
Running Mate Wins. 

The Democratic rout was made 
even more spectacular with the 
apparent election of LaGuardia’s 
running mate, Joseph D. McGold- 
rick, as city comptroller over the 
Democratic incumbent, Frank J. 
Taylor. 

At the same time, voting in the 
state at large assures Republican 
control of the state assembly for 
a third consecutive year, with a 
party net gain of at least five 
seats. 

A feature of the election in the 
city was the vote rolling up under 
the emblem of the lLaGuardia- 
backing American Labor party. 
Formed only a year ago—when it 
delivered 238,845 votes for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt here in 1936—the 
party seemed assured of polling in 
the neighborhood of 400,000 or 
more this time. 

CIO Candidate Loses. 

The ClIO-backed candidate for 
mayor of Detroit, Patrick H. 
O’Brien, conceded the election of 
Richard W. Reading, who had the

Tax collectors in most Georgia 
counties will ‘ assess intangible 
property at 15 per cent of its val- 
uation, Comptroller General Wil- 
liam B. Harrison said yesterday. 
Though the original plan of the 
Rvers’ administration announced a 
week ago had been to place _ in- 
tangibles on the tax books at face 
value and tax them on a 100 per 
cent valuation, tax collectors are 
following the example of Fulton 
county in allowing returns of 15 
per cent on stocks and bonds, it 
was said. 

Costly Difference. 
The difference in assessments 
will amount to thousands of dol- 
lars in taxes for the state and 
counties, it. was agreed. 
However, it ws pointed out, tax 


accessors in each county have the 
right to place the assessment at 
any figure they desire and levy ac- 
cordingly. 

For the past several years, Ful- 
ton county and the city of Atlanta 
have accepted 15 per cent valua- 


‘tions on stocks and bonds based on 


their valuation on January 1 of 
each year. 

It was understood that the -de- 
cision of county tax assessors to 
reduce the amount of assessment 
against intangibles is an attempt 
to place more stocks and bonds on 
the tax books. 

Lists Sent to Counties. 

Lists of intangibles owned by 
Georgians but not returned for the 
past seven years are being sent to 
tax assessors by John Armistead, 
tax investigator, who was ap- 
pointed recently by Governor 
Rivers to aid in “searching out” 
untaxed intangibles. 
Armistead has already sent 
about 70 counties lists of stocks 
and bonds totaling $101,000,000 in 
value. Data for other counties is 
being prepared.

Chief of Protocol Will Per- 
sonally Welcome Ed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2—(>)— 
The United States government 
prepared today to welcome Eng- 
land’s abdicated King and his 
American wife as it would any ex- 
ceptionally distinguished foreign 
visitors. 

George T. Summerlin, chief of 
protocol for the State Department, 
received personal orders from 
President Roosevelt to assist in 
co-ordinating any appointments 
the Duke and Duchess of Windsor 
may desire with other government 
departments. 

Summerlin himself will go to 
New York to meet the Windsors 
and accompany them to Washing- 
ton. That is customary only upon 
the arrival of heads of foreign 
states, prime ministers, ministers 
of foreign affairs, or persons of 
similar importance. 

The Duke is expected to convey 
his greetings to the American peo- 
ple over the radio the day after 
his arrival in this country, accord- 
ing to an announcement by his 
press representative. The broad- 
cast is being arranged for 6 p. m. 
(Atlanta time), Friday, Novem- 
ber 12. 

Arrangements for the couple’s 
reception at the White House were 
being held in abeyance until the 
return of President Roosevelt from 
Hyde Park. 

But British Ambassador Sir 
Ronald Lindsay and Lady Lindsay 
announced they would entertain 
the Duke and Duchess at dinner 
November 12, the day after their 
arrival on the Bremen. 

The dinner, which Lady Lind- 
say said would be “a large one,” 
will be the first formal entertain- 
ment for Edward by a personal 
representative of the British crown 
since he gave up his ,throne last 
December 10 for “the woman I 
love.” :

MADRID, Nov. 2—(#)—A Span- 
ish government communique to- 
night reported 120 persons, includ- 
ing 50° children, were killed dur- 
ing an Insurgent air raid on Leri- 
da, 75 miles west of Barcelona. 
Several hundred were injured. Le- 
rida is a city of 43,000 population. 

Nine tri-motored planes roared 
over the city as children were be- 
ing dismissed from school. 

Explosions rocked the city as 
the planes dropped their bombs,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Ina 
steel safe of one of Washington’s 
better-known liquor shops, rests 
a galley proof of the original 
Confederate constitution, with an- 
notations, corrections and dele- 
tions by Alexander H. Stephens, 


its author, who was vice president 
of the Confederacy, United States 
senator, member of the national 
house of representatives, the se- 
cession’ convention of Georgia in 
1861, and of the Confederate con- 
ess, 

The annotations, corrections and 
deletions are in Stephens’ own 
handwriting. 

Proof Authenticated. 


The galley proof, which has 
been authenticated by historical 
manuscript experts of the congres- 
sional library, is owned by Nath- 
an N. Wallach, liquor dealer and 
collector of rare first editions and 
prints, who obtained it from a lo- 
cal art dealer about a month ago 
for an undisclosed price. For 
many years, according to Wallach, 
the galley was in the private col- 
lection of an old Virginia family 
which has been resident in Wash- 
ington for many years. 

The document which is in a 
splendid state of preservation, is 
now enclosed in a beautiful red 
morocco folder. 


“Although a native of Philadel- 
phia and a resident of Washing- 
ton for the past 15 years,” Wal- 
lach declared, “I have always been 
interested in the history of the 
south and have read much about 
pre-and post-war Dixie. I have 
made careful inquiry concerning 
the bona fides of this galley proof. 
and there is not the slightest doubt 
but what it is one of the few, if 
not the only galley of the Con- 
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Constitution 


JAPAN EVACUATE 


9-Power Conferees Face 
New Obstacle on Eve of 
Brussels Peace Parley. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 2. A 
new obstacle to settlement of the 
far eastern situation arose tonight 
on the eve of the Brussels con- 
ference ‘when China declared she 
would consider no peace terms 
which did not provide for Japa- 
nese evacuation of Chinese terri- 
tory. 

There was serious doubt among 
the delegates that Japan could be 
induced to give up her position 
in north China and Inner Mon- 
golia. 

Efforts to find a formula to 
bridge the abyss between the two 
countries went ahead, however, in 
a series of hotel room talks with 
Norman H. Davis, head of the 
United States delegation, as the 
central - figure. 

Britons, Americans Talk. 

Anthony Eden, British foreign 
secretary, and his associates spent 
three hours with the American 
delegation. Immediately afterward 
Dr. V. K. Wellington Koo, head 
of the Chinese delegation, arrived 
to consult Davis. 

Davis, it was learned, declined 
an unofficial bid to preside at the 
conference, which will be opened 
tomorrow morning with a speech 
by Belgian Foreign Minister Paul 
Spaak. Speeches by heads of the 
various delegations will follow. 

A Chinese spokesman asserted 
there was no sense in attempting 
any formal peace talks except with

the virtual collapse of civilization 
in the event of another major war, 
in a radio address from London 
today. 

Only two nations—the United 
States and Soviet Russia—could 
survive another world cataclysm 
on the 1914 scale, the Irish play- 
wright warned. 

He declared the roots of uni- 
versal conflict were in the mal- 
distribution of work and wealth, 
whereby “millions of laborers die 
in the workhouse or on the dole 
after 60 years of hard toil so that 
a few babies may have hundreds 
of thousands of dollars before they 
are born.” 

Shaw said another war of na- 
tions “may conceivably knock the 
British empire to bits and leave 


England as primitive as she was 
when Julius Caesar landed.” 


“But, anyhow,” he added, “there 
will be two refuges left for civili- 
zation. No national attack can se- 
riously hurt the two great feder- 
ated republics of North America 
and Soviet Russia. 

“They are too big, the distances 
are too great. But what could de- 
stroy them? A civil war, wars 
like the wars of religion in the 
17th century, and this is exactly 
the sort of war that is threatening 
us today. It alreadv has begun 
in Spain, where all the big cap- 
italist powers are taking a hand 
to support General Franco through 
an intervention committee which 
they think it more decent to call 
a nonintervention committee.”

Commodity Credit Corporation to 
underwrite loans to farmers on 


about 170,000,000 bushels. ‘These 
loans will be made for the most 
part through private lending agen- 
cies. 

They revealed that the govern- 
ment loans would be at the rate 
of 50 cents on field corn testing 
14.5 per cent moisture content or 
less. If the moisture content is 
greater, the loan rate will be re- 
duced, 

Farmers must pledged compli- 
ances with next year’s federal 
farm program in order to obtain 
the advances, well-informed - 
sons said. | 

Officials also were repo 
considering limiting the loan to 
farmers who co-operated in this 
year’s soil conservation program, 
but a decision on this and other 
details was to be announced later. 

General terms of the govern- 
ment loan will be similar to those 
of other years, authorities report- 
ed. In the past, corn offered for 
loan was tested, measured and 
sealed in a crib or warehouse on 
the producer’s farm. | 

In former programs, farmers 
were assured that, if their corn 
was worth less than its loan value 
when the loan came due, they 
could turn it over to the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation and 
thus cancel their indebtedness.

Alexander Hamilton Stephens 
was born near Crawfordville, 
Taliaferro county, Georgia, Feb- 
ruary 11, 1812, attended private 
and “Old Field” schools, was 
graduated from the University of 
Georgia at Athens in 1832, taught 
school 18 months; studied law and 
was admitted to the bar in Craw- 
fordville in 1834; member of the 
state house of representatives, 
1836-1841; served in the state sen- 
ate in 1842; elected to the twenty- 
eighth congress to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the resignation of 
Mark A. Cooper, cousin of Eu- 
genius Aristides Nisbet, who was 
born near Powellton, Hancock 
county; re-elected to the twenty- 
ninth and to the six succeeding 
congresses, and served from Oc- 
tober 2, 1843, to March 3, 1859; 
was not a candidate for renomi- 
nation in 1858; presidential elector 
on the Democratic ticket of Doug- 
las and Johnson in 1860, he gave 
his support for the presidency at 
different times to Harrison, Clay, 
Taylor, Pierce and Buchanan, his 
conduct being governed by the 
principles for which they stood; 
member of the secession conven- 
tion of Georgia in 1861, which 
elected him to the Confederate 
congress, and was chosen vice 
president under the provisional 
government by that congress.

He was also one of the commis- 
sioners on the part of the Confed- 
eracy at the Hampton Roads con- 
ference in February, 1865. 

After the Civil War Stephens 
was imprisoned in Fort Warren, 
Boston harbor, for five months un- 
til October, 1865; elected to the 
United States senate in 1866 by 
the first legislature convened un- 
der the new constitution, but did 
not present his credentials, as the 
state had not been readmitted to 
representation; elected as a Dem- 
ocrat to the forty-third congress 
to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Ambrose R. Wright, re- 
elected to the forty-fourth, forty- 
fifth, forty-sixth and forty-sev- 
enth congresses, and served from 
December 1, 1873, until his resig- 
nation November 4, 1882; elected 
Governor of Georgia in 1882 and 
served until his death in Atlanta, 
March 4, 1883, during the admin- 
istration of President Arthur. 
Stephens’ body was interred in 
the yard of his estate, “Liberty 
Hall,” near Crawfordville. 


AUTHORITIES DIFFER 

ON PROOF’S SOURCE 

Whether the galley proof of the 
Confederate constitution in the 


Washington liquor shop safe is an 
original proof taken from type 
set up at the secession convention, ; 
or merely a proof of a newspaper 
copy, brought varied opinions 
here from two authorities on the 
south’s history. 

Marion Smith, chairman of the 
board of regents of the University 


System of Georgia, expressed the 


belief that the constitution was 


not set up in type until longhand 
copies were distributed to news- 
papers for publication. 

“Should ‘it be brought out that 
copies of the document were set 
up in type for general distribution 
to members of the convention, the 
proof would be a rare document 
and of considerable historical in- 
terest,” he said, adding he was in- 
clined to believe the proof was 
made at the same. time hundréds 
of others were made by newspa- 
pers in the south. 

Wilbur Kurtz, Atlanta historian, 
said that while he had heard of no 
copies being set up in type at the 
secession convention, it was en- 
tirely logical that the original 
longhand document was set up in 
type at the direction of Stephens 
for distribution to convention del- 
egates. 

“It is possible that the galley 
proof now in Washington could 
have been taken from type set up 
at the convention,” he said.

HAYS URGES ACTION 
IN FARM PROBLEMS 


Three-Fold Program Out- 
lined by FSA Attorney. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 2.— 
(UP)—Brooks Hays, an attorney 
for the Farm Security Adminis- 
tration, today urged southern leg- 
islators to take state action as the 
best means to solve farm tenancy 
problems. 

Outlining a three-fold program 
for state legislation, Hays recom- 
mended: 

1. Sounder accounting . systems 
to protect the tenant against in- 
justice and to protect the landlord 
against false charges and claims. 

2. State action to allow a ten- 
ant credit for improvements on his 
rented farm at his own labor and 
expense, thus giving him a per- 
sonal interest in the protection and 
upbuilding of the landlord’s place. 

3. State laws providing three 
months’ notice must be given be- 
fore termination of a tenant-land- 
‘lord contract. These would be de- 
signed to restrain the tenant from 
walking out on unfulfilled obli- 
gations and to restrain landlords 
from evicting tenants without no- 
tice. 

Hays said the program he rec- 
ommended already has been enact- 
ed into law in Oklahoma and Ar- 
kansas.

THE WORKER AND THE CHURCH 
Jerome Jones, editor of the Journal of Labor 
and dean of organized labor leaders in Georgia, 
in an address read before the Atlanta Baptist 
Ministers’ Association, gave a broad definition 
of “the worker,” and outlined the basis upon 
which the church can aid in improving the lot 
of all who labor. 


The late Samuel Gompers, father of the 
union movement in this country, Mr. Jones 


'. points out, cautioned his associates against any 


» idea of achieving labor’s ends by legislation. 

© He asserted such a step should be fesorted to 
™® ##$$oniy when all other hopes fail, holding the view 
that capital and labor should work out their 
common problems without calling upon the 
government. 

The correctness of Mr. Gompers’ view has 
been shown emphatically in recent years. Since 
the enactment of the Wagner labor act there 
have been more strikes, more disturbances and 
more ‘arraignment of class against class than 
this country has ever witnessed before. Whether 
that act can be amended to make it equitably 
workable or not, it is unfortunate that leaders 
should have felt impelled to call upon the gov- 
ernment to intervene in matters which, as Mr. 
Gompers said, should be worked out by capital 
and labor without interference. 

Mr. Jones, in his address, asks a broader 
definition of the worker than that commonly 
accepted. He pointed out that all who work 
with hand or brain in the common task of 
building a better world are workers, including 
not only those in the regular trades, but min- 
isters, doctors, lawyers, teachers, employers, 
corporation executives, bankers, merchants and 
Sarmiers. sd. :ncaic & 5 

The church; he holds. can aid the cause of 
work by awakening in all men the sense of 
obligation to work and to co-operate with all 
others in the common cause for the welfare of 
gall. Secondly, he believes the church may aid 
by extending help to the unemployed and, while 
the detailed issues of wages and hours are not 
the proper concern of the pulpit, the church 
as a whole should support the right of every 
gnan to a reasonable livelihood. 

“The wealth of a nation,’’ says Mr. Jones, 
should be measured not in terms of a so-called 
mverage per capita wealth. It should be meas- 
ured in terms of the extent to which each indi- 
vidual enjoys the resources of nature and the 
products of the worker in proportion to his 
needs. We do not believe that all should share 
equally, but that there is a minimum of needs 
below which one cannot go without seriously 
crippling -himself and the community. I am 
happy to believe that the true labor union 
worker has not only his own welfare at heart, 
but the welfare of all workers.” 

When men generally accept this beloved 
Jabor leader’s definition of a worker, when ev- 
ery citizen realizes that lack of proper decencies 
of life to anyone reflects adversely upon the 
well-being of all, and when groups are willing 
to seek justice for all, instead of advantage for 
themselves, the golden age of labor will be 


realized.

It is the parole system, not the law, which 
meeds changing, Judge C. F. McLaughlin de- 
elares in his charge to the new grand jury for 
Muscogee county. 

Of recent years much attention has been 
focused upon the workings of the parole and 
probationary system in the handling of crimi- 
mals. Opposing schools of thought have pre- 
sented arguments and statistics in favor of a 
widening of the system and in condemnation 
of its present working. 

Careful analysis of the actual situation, 
from a nation-wide viewpoint, indicates that 
the system is an excellent method of rehabili- 
tation of lives that have gone astray, when 
properly administered in the hands* of com- 
petent officials.

New ideas in taxation and governmental han- 
dling of social service. make it unlikely that 
such huge fortunes can ever again be ac- 
cumulated. 

There is a fertile field for medical research 
in the southeast and, if funds for the center 
planned here ase forthcoming from any philan- 
thropic source, they may show returns in new 
understanding of mankind’s ills that will repay 
the cost many times. 

There are diseases peculiar to pis region 
which reap tragic harvest of death every year 
and there are conditions of living in the south- 
east which result in bodily ills different in type 
from those found elsewhere. Regardless of 
the size or scope of the center proposed, it can- 
not be too big or too fully equipped to cope 
with the problems it will face. 


COTTON FOR HIGHWAYS 


If the experiments now being made in 
Nevada, and planned for Georgia and North 
Carolina, prove that the use of cotton mem- 
brane in road construction results in better 
and longer-lived highways, a new use for the 
southern staple will have been developed which 
will have far-reaching effect upon the future 
of cotton production. 

This is one of the outstanding developments 
in efforts to discover new uses for cotton, to 
widen the market and thus reduce, for the fu- 
ture, the likelihood of overproduction and its 
consequent drop in prices. 

It will, as pointed out by the Georgia High- 
way Board, be at least a year before the tests 
now under way in Nevada caft provide conclu- 
sive data.* The use of a cotton membrane base 
to bind the road-making material together in- 
creases the initial cost of the work. It is be- 
lieved that the resultant roads, however, will 
be so much better and will resist the wear of 
travel and of weather conditions so much more 
effectively that the roads will remain service- 
able for twice the time of roads without the 
cotton base. 

if this proves true, the economy of cotton 
in road construction will be self-evident. The 
added initial cost will be many times repaid in 
lower maintenance costs and in longer life for 
the highway. 

The south will watch the experiments in 
Georgia and other states with keenest interest, 
for on their outcome depends the development 
of a new and important market outlet for the 
south’s most important product.

INADEQUATE LAW 

(From the Memphis Commercial Appeal.) 

A chemical preparation known as elixir of 
sulfanilamide killed 14 persons in short order 
near Tulsa and East St. Louis within the last few 
days and caused the death of a Memphian re- 
cently. All agencies concerned are in action. The 
Bristol (Tenn.) company that manufactured the 
elixir, so-called, has recalled all shipments, and 
the Federal Food and Drug Administration has 
mobilized its forces to seize any supplies of the 


stuff it can find. The chief of the federal forces | 


says the “present inadequate law” compels gov- 
ernment men to “proceed against this product on 
a technical and trivial charge of misbranding.” To 
the layman, accustomed to accept on good faith 
what is offered for sale, it must seem that “in- 
adequate” is a very mild word for the law and 
the administration of it that allow deadly paison 
to be brewed, shipped and sold. 

In justice to the medical profession, by the 
way, it should be recalled that it has never given 
anything but very cautious statements about sul- 
fanilamide itself, which is not presumed to have 
been the agent of death in these cases. The 
American Medical Association has issued an offi- 
cial warning against use of this particular elixir, 
and in general it has taken the ethical, proper 
attitude of scientific interest in the whole ques- 
tion raised by apparent successes in the treat- 
ment of streptococcus infections, scarlet fever and 
certain other ailments with sulfanilamide. The 
preparation has been the victim of unfortunate 
enthusiasms very likely, for the chances are 
against its being the panacea for which men have 
been seeking through the centuries. 

What appeals to us, though, is to think it was 
possible for a poisonous drug to be manufac- 
tured and sold without any apparent let or hin- 
drance, Something is obviously “inadequate.”

Not that he knew that he was do- 
ing anything of the kind, The ges- 
ture was too inspired for anything 
so conscious.

Consider what happened. What 
happened is the impossible. A 
completely obscure Jew from the 
New York Bronx, entirely alone, 
with no organization behind him, 
came to Berlin, mobilized the Ger- 
man army and obtained its active 
co-operation in a public gesture of 
reconciliation between Jews and 
their persecutors and between all 
men, everywhere. It is true that 
the army had not the remotest 
idea of what it was doing. But it 
did it, and the symbol of its con-

In an over-organized world, 
where ideas have validity accord- 
ing to the number of heads that 
can be counted marching behind 
them, Izzie of the Bronx asserted 
to the primacy of the individual.

Italy Sends 
Troops. 


NEW YORK—To Libya this 
time, that is to say to one of her 
own colonies. But Libya is right 
on the borders of Egypt and al- 
though Egypt is an independent 
country, it is the spot on earth 
which is most vital to the British 
Empire. One hundred thousand 
soldiers, Italians, massed on the 
border of Libya is a menace to the 
British. 


It is the second time in a few 
years time that Italy mobilized in 
Libya, In the autumn of 1935 
when the British reinforced their 
fleet in the Mediterranean, Italy 
sent troops to Libya. At that time 
the mobilization was said to be “in 
view of the unrest of certain na- 
tive tribes.” 


But the real reason became ap- 
parent when Mussolini volunteer- 
ed to withdraw his troops from 
Libya in return for a partial de- 
mobilization of the British fleet. 

This time Mussolini sent troops 
to Italy just when the British 
were growing alarmed over the 
installation of Italian submarine 
bases and airdromes on the Ba- 
learic islands, which Mussolini 
took from Spain. The _ British, 
strongly supported by the Frénch,’ 
demand that Italy give a guaran- 
tee that she does not intend to 
hold those islands permanently. 

For whoever controls those is- 
lands, also controls the French and 
the British seaways to North Af- 
rica and India. What will the Duce 
do when the combined Anglo- 
French pressure becomes too great 
for him? He will offer to with- 
draw his soldiers from Libya, not 
— Spain or the Balearic is- 
ands.

Britain 


Is Cautious. 


The game is getting to be dan- 
gerous. There is not the faintest 
intention on Mussolini’s part to 
force an issue with Britain and 
with France.

Above the flowers which banked 
the fireplace of his study, where 
the body lay before the funeral, 
were pictures of Marx, Trotsky 
and nin, whose theories he 
espoused in a book, “Communism 
and Christianism,” published in 


Because of statements in this 
book, which until his death he de- 
clined to retract, he was tried for 
heresy by a court of bishops, 
found guilty and later was re- 
moved from the house of bishops. 

But many of his friends here in 
Galion still knew him as Bishop 
Brown. He maintained a friendly 
attitude to the Episcopal church, 
attended Grace church regularly 
until a recent illness, and was the 
largest single financial contributor 
to the church.

Seven- 
teen of them tie or better exist- 
ing world records and may be for- 
warded to the International Am- 
ateur Athletic Federation for con- 
sideration as world standards. 

RALPH FLANAGAN, 

Leading the record breakers 
was Ralph Flanagan, barrel-chest- 
ed swimmer from Coral Gables, 
Fla. He has 15 American free- 
style records, three of them bet- 
ter than established world marks, 
up for approval. They. include 
marks at 200, 300, 400 and 500 
yards over a 20-yard course, and 
two each at 300 yards and 300 
meters, 400 meters, 440 yards, l,- 
000 yards, 1,320 yards and one 
mile over a long course and 1,500 
meters for a citizen record.

glers. The cowbell ringers formed 
a jubilant, hey-hey crowd, thrust- 
ing their faces into sporadic spat- 
ters of rain to watch the election 
returns flash on midtown bulletin 
boards. The coin jinglers stood in 
nervous, restless, gloomy patches, 
the hectic, tossing tinkle of the 
silver in their pockets the only 
thing festive about them. 

North of Seventeenth street, La- 
Guardia supporters hurried excit- 
edly in the direction of Times 
Square, where they jammed 
against the boarded-up windows 
of the shops to watch the election 
returns and hear them from loud 
speakers. South of it stood the 
coin jinglers, district after district 
of Democrats who were strung 
tense as wire around the tele- 
phones and bulletin boards of em- 
battled Democracy’s clubhouses. 

With Back to Wall. 

Tammany has fought this elec- 
tion with its back to the wall, 
with the knowledge that four 
more years out of power might 

mean its end. Tonight, its back 
was to Seventeenth street, a shift- 
less, cluttered street of ware- 
houses, lofts, rooming houses and 
dusty-windowed tenements. 

In Eddie Ahearn’s district, 
where the boast is Republicans 
stay in hiding for their health, 


there were 1,400 persons who paid

In the long spaces be- 
tween flashes on the returns more 
than one took up a nervous pacing 
back and forth. Perhaps it was 
only a coincidence that more than 
one was heard to mutter during 
his pacing, “The jury is out. That’s 
what it is. The jury is out.” 

Like a Wake. 

At Tammany Hall, the men 
gathered as for a wake. It was a 
crushing blow to Tammany when 
the word got around downtown 
that yesterday Bert Stand, its sec- 
retary, had decided not to open 
the auditorium tonight. The audi- 
torium, a large theater with a 
stage and ‘leather-upholstered 
chairs, is where the Braves gather 
to cheer the returns. Stand’s de- 
cision was taken to mean he did 
not believe there were going to 
be any returns to cheer. 

But a half hour after the polls 
closed this evening, Stand revers- 
ed himself and ordered the audi- 
torium flung open. Dust lay thick 
upon the seats, but it was not until 
late that Tammany rounded up 
enough occupants to raise any 
of it.

This is the way the experiments 
were carried on: 

One group of the rats was given 
the diet adequate for growth. A 
second group received a diet en- 
riched in protein, calcium, Vita- 
min A and Vitamin G. It was 
known that the adequate diet did 
not support quite so high a state 
of nutritional well being as the op- 
timum diet. The calcium content 
of the adequate diet was then in- 
creased until it equaled that of the 
optimum diet. Inasmuch as more 
than one generation may be re- 
quired for the full effect of a dif- 
ference of diet, this particular ex- 
periment was carried on through 
the second, third and fourth gen- 
erations. The results showed con- 
clusively that the increase in the 
calcium content of the already 
adequate diet clearly improved its 
nutritive value as_ affecting 
growth, adult vitality, lowered 
death rates and increased length 
of life. 

Dr. Sherman concludes. that 
while the average American in- 
take of calcium is adequate in the 
accepted meaning of the word, it 
is below that from which optimal 
well being is to be expected.

Control of Breathing” in J. S. Hal- 
dane’s “Respiration” (Yale Uni- 
versity Press, 1935.) 

Haldane suggests that common 
symptoms or complaints of “neu- 
rasthenic” persons or those suffer- 
ing from fatigue or shock are “an- 
alogous to the exaggerated reflex 
restriction in the depth of breath- 
ing and the inability to hold the 
breath, All these symptoms seem 
to be due to what Hughlings Jack- 
son called “release of control.” 


| Haldane then refers to the shocks 
‘to the nervous system in connec- 


tion with various incidents of 
warfare and the part this played 
in the causation of “soldier heart,” 
“chronic gas poisoning” and perm- 
anent “shortness of breath,” but it 
was equally evident, he adds, that 
“infections of different sorts were 
also in part responsible for the 
condition, the nervous system ap- 
parently having been weakened by 
toxic influences.” Only way I can 
conceive that bacterial toxins 
could “weaken” the nervous sys- 
tem is by damaging the nerves or 
the nerve centers, poisoning them. 

Fatigue of the respiratory center 
or other parts of the nervous sys- 
tem may be due partly to over- 
work, Haldane thinks, but also 
partly to want of oxygen. Then he 
makes this significant remark: 

“Neurasthenia may be thus re- 
garded as only a more lasting and 
persistent form of ordinary fatigue 
or exhaustion. It will be shown la- 
ter that a very important effect 
of the shallow breathing charac- 
teristic of neurasthenia or fatigue 
of the respiratory center is imper- 
fect oxygenation of the blood.” 

Don’t make the mistake of in- 
ferring from this that “deep 
breathing exercise” will correct 
the fault. Wait till we clarify the 
matter in a later article.

CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—(4)—Wide- 
ly divergent action of wheat and 
corn characterized grain trading 
today, with wheat tumbling at 
times more than 2 1-2 cents and 
corn climbing about 2 cents. 

Proposed enactment of 20 cents 
a bushel United States processing 
tax on whéat, together with dis- 
appointing smallness of North 
American wheat export business, 
did much to pull wheat values 
down. On the other hand, asser- 
tions that government corn loans 
on a basis of 50 cents a bushel had 
been practically decided upon to- 
day furnished a decided stimulus 
for the corn market. 

General expectation has been 
that government loans on corn this 
season would be on a basis of 
around 45 cents, and trade author- 
ities said that because of the pro- 
posed higher rate, 50 cents, many 
farmers would now be inclined to 
hold back their corn, so that corn 
receipts might likely be-curtailed 
instead of increasing. Meanwhile, 
European takings of wheat today 
from North America were esti- 
mated at but 300,000 bushels, and 
no sales of domestic wheat to 
overseas received any mention.

Schmidt Rescue.
